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"This  has  been  the  greatest  experience  of  my  life,"  said  a girl  camper  at  the 
conclusion  of  her  four  weeks  in  Merrowvista' s new  Outpost  Camp.  "I  know  more  about  myself,  my 
relationships  with  others,  and  what  I want  to  do  with  my  life  than  ever  before."  A boy,  vault- 
ing out  of  his  canoe  after  having  completed  a major  Saco  River  canoe  trip  across  Maine  to  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  looked  up  with  a grin  and  said,  "What  a fantastic  experience'."  A husband  and 
wife  at  Family  Camp  movingly  said,  "Our  family  has  looked  toward  this  week  of  Family  Camp  for 
the  past  51  weeks.  This  kind  of  experience  gives  us  a sense  of  strength  and  renewal  that  pro- 
pels us  through  the  next  year." 


One  of  the  great  satisfactions  of  one's  "way  of  life"  being  in  camping  is  to 
hear  these  kind  of  comments,  to  be  an  active  participant  in  bringing  about  this  kind  of  growth, 
and  to  see  again  and  again  the  great  variety  of  "searchings"  and  "arrivals"  that  come  to  people 
in  our  camping  programs . 


For  this  growth  to  take  place  we  must  be  constantly  relevant,  continually  tun- 
ing into  the  needs  of  people  - keeping  what  is  important  and  casting  aside  what  is  unimportant. 
So  let's  think  a little  about  what  was  new  at  Merrowvista  this  past  summer; 


OUTPOST  CAMPS 

What  most  captured  the  imagination  this  summer  was  our  Outpost  Camps.  Each 
camp  was  a four  week  experience  for  our  oldest  campers;  10  girls  and  2 leaders  during  Girls 
Camp;  8 boys  and  2 leaders  during  Boys  Camp.  The  pattern  was  to  spend  up  to  one  week  at  Mer- 
rowvista (living  in  a new  area  on  camp  property,  reached  by  canoe,  across  the  cove);  to  journey 
120  miles  to  the  Holbrook  400  acre  wilderness  property  in  Sheffield,  Vermont  for  a two  week 
stint  (use  of  Holbrook  property  with  its  pond/lake/mountains,  hiking  the  "Long  Trail"  through 
the  Green  Mountains,  canoeing  the  Lamoille  to  Lake  Champlain  or  Lake  Memphremagog  into  Canada, 
etc.);  and  then  to  return  to  Merrowvista  for  the  final  week  - which  included  a trip  to  the 
Maine  coast.  No  program  is  successful  without  good  leadership  and  the  Outpost  Camps  had  superb 
leadership  in  SUSAN  SHAUGER,  WEEZA  McKEE,  BILL  ROSE  and  JESS  NIETO.  It  is  impossible  to  cap- 
ture, in  this  brief  paragraph,  what  this  program  meant  to  the  participants,  but  those  who  have 
been  a part  of  many  camping  programs  felt  that  the  degree  of  personal  growth  experienced  in 
this  program  was  the  highest  they  had  ever  seen. 


CAMPER-LEADERS 

A revived  program  for  Merrowvista  was  our  Camper-Leader  program.  This  was  an 
opportunity  for  fellows  and  girls  to  learn  the  skills  of  leadership  so  that  they  could  be  that 
much  more  ready  when  they  arrived  at  the  time  of  consideration  for  the  position  of  Village 
Leader.  Under  the  leadership  of  Assistant  Director  for  Girls  Camp,  BETH  EARLY,  and  Waterfront 
Director  for  Boys  Camp,  DON  WEAVER,  Camper  Leaders  were  involved  in  a variety  of  village  and  pro- 
gram activities.  They  learned  from  participation,  observation,  and  evaluation.  Such  a program 

is  a necessity  for  every  camp  as  it  responds  to  the  leadership  needs  of  its  campers  and  makes 
long-range  plans  for  future  staff.  Such  a program  also  provided  participants  with  growth  and 

perspective  that  can  be  carried  into  much  of  their  life,  far  beyond  camp.

While  it  is  one  thing  - and  quite  desirable  - to  send  us  the  names  of  prospective 
Campers,  take  on  yourself  the  job  of  getting  camp  materials  from  us  and  then  on  a person-to- 
person  basis  talk  about  the  camps  to  the  prospective  Camper,  and  convince  the  prospect  (or  his 
parents  if  appropriate)  to  write  us  and  apply  himself.  Take  on  the  leadership  of  recruiting 
yourself;  we  need  more  Campers  in  Miniwanca  Older  Boys  Camp;  look  around  at  those  fellows  who 
have  the  potential  for  the  future  and  make  them  know  what  Miniwanca  has  to  offer  them.  We 
shall  be  happy  to  give  you  all  the  recruiting  materials  you  wish,  the  application  for  enroll- 
ment cards,  the  camp  dates.  Write  us'.  Do  the  same  thing  for  the  Miniwanca  Older  Girls  Camp. 
We  want  our  Miniwanca  Senior  Camp-Conferences  for  young  men  and  young  women  to  have  the  finest 
student  body  ■>n  the  whole  nation;  and  you  can  help  us. 

We  want  your  help  at  Merrowvista  also.  Talk  to  parents  of  young  people  who  would 
come  to  Merrowvista  if  they  knew  about  it,  if  they  had  word  of  the  Founder  programs,  the  love- 
liness of  the  Merrowvista  mountains,  the  great  people  who  attend  those  camps. 


Come  to  Miniwanca  or  Merrowvista  Family  Camp  yourself.  Or  put  another  prospective 
Founder  family  in  touch  with  us.  Our  family  camping  program  is  new  in  the  Foundation;  we  do 
not  have  the  alumni  which  the  other  camps  have;  and  we  need  your  assistance  in  spreading  the 
word.

"CAMPING  ADVENTURE"  - NATURE  EXPLORATION 


If  there  is  any  spot  that  is  a natural  for  nature  exploration  it  is  Merrowvista' s 550 
acres  of  mountains,  forests,  streams,  and  shore  line.  Our  nature  exploration  started  in  late 
May  with  a 4 day  "Camping  Adventure."  Thirty  6th  grade,  black  and  white,  boys  and  girls  and 
eight  of  their  teachers  were  brought  together  from  the  Boston  suburbs  of  Roxbury  and  Needham 
for  an  eye-opener  to  the  world  around  them,  and  to  each  other.  Direct  leadership  was  provided 
by  the  same  BILL  ROSE  who  directed  Merrowvista' s Outpost  Camp.  Bill  is  a staff  member  of  the 
Science  Center  of  the  Needham,  Mass,  public  schools  and  is  a Boston  television  personality  as  a 
naturalist  on  children's  programs. 

Campers  hiked  camp  streams  looking  for  red-backed  salamanders,  played  records  of  owl  calls 
on  the  front  steps  of  the  Farmhouse  to  attract  responding  calls  (one  owl  was  directly  overhead 
in  a treel),and  literally  roamed  camp  property, in  small  groups,  on  field  trips.  The  man  behind 
this  program,  who  worked  along  with  AYF,  was  NORMAN  HARRIS,  Director  of  the  Needham  Science 
Center,  former  Director  of  Education  at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science,  and  a former  Merrowvista 
camper.  Norman  continued  during  the  summer  as  "camp  nature  consultant"  - helping  leaders  be- 
come nature  counselors  and  providing  Merrowvista  with  raccoons,  red  squirrels,  a Nature  Island 
(snakes,  frogs,  fish,  turtles,  etc.  within  a 13'  in  diameter  "natural  setting"). 


The  summer  of  1969  brought  together  89  campers  in  Boys  Camp,  121  campers  in  Girls 
Camp,  67  campers  from  16  families  in  Family  Camp  - the  largest  group  at  Merrowvista  since  its 
reopening  in  1950.  In  addition,  the  above  were  joined  by  the  Camping  Adventure  participants,  a 
weekend  "mini"  Family  Camp  in  June,  weekend  work-camps,  and  over  150  parents  and  guests  for  the 
Boys  Camp  Grand  Council,  held  in  the  new  WICAKA  COUNCIL  CIRCLE.  (Note  article  about  Council 
Circle  elsewhere  in  this  issue.)  Much  credit  goes  to  assistant  directors  BETH  EARLY,  DAVE 
RINKER,  and  MERLE  ALBRIGHT,  as  well  as  Resident  Manager  PHIL  STOCKMAN  and  year-round  Camp  Sec- 
retary, LOU  ANN  McELYEA  - all  returning  to  the  same  positions  for  the  second  year.  But  perhaps 
the  greatest  credit  for  the  fun  and  growth  experienced  by  campers  should  go  to  the  core  group 
of  village  leaders  who  are  the  people  who  most  directly  affect  each  Merrowvista  camper. 

* * * We  now  look  toward  1970  and  are  strengthening  and  continuing  present  programs  as  well 
as  introducing  new  programs.  I look  forward  to  seeing  many  of  you  in  my  recruitment  travels 
during  the  winter  and  spring.  Remember  that  we  are  always  eager  to  hear  from  you.  We  have  a 
vast  fellowship  and  are  eager  to  keep  in  touch  with  each  other.
